The question of bringing a new tavern on to 
Antioch's' Main Street and changing the 
zoning of Johelia County Estates were the 
hot topics at the May 29 Zoning Board 
meeting in the Antioch Village Hall. 

After two hours of deliberating, the board 
denied Joseph Patroski's prpposal to change 
the original zoning of Johelia lots from single 

•and mulitple to duplex and multiple. The 
board will give theu: recommendation to the 

^village board for consideration. 

Patroski*s intent was to build 'affordable' 
housing ($5<^60 thousand) for Voung families 

- wishing to move into the village and for 
elderly who require only a small home. 

"We're not against the total project but 
have to act on- what, was presented to us," 
said board chairman Vern Budnick. 

One issue lacking in the 'presentation' was 
how to prevent adverse effects on adjacent 
property. 
= The property discussed, owned by Federal 

^Savings and Loan Insurance Co'rp.,(FSLIC), 

^was Country Ridge Manor, mostly single 
family dwellings. 

"The change would have a negative ef- 
fect.. .a depreciating effect on Country 
Ridge," .said John Uoppe^ representing 
FSLIC at the meeting: • _^-r^ 

"It's not homogeneous. Johelia and Coun- 
try Ridge should be treated the same;" said 
Hoppe. . 

Another reason for denial was the zoning 
being 'contrary to established landuse pat- 
terns of the village'. 

= Increased traffic flow, if the zoning were 
changed, was a main concern of "residents- 
already living in the area. , - 

^ "I don't think we're being unreasonable 
with the variances. I don't think we'll see 
anything happen in Jlntioch unless we see 



some of these changes," said the disap- 
pointed Patroski. 

Changing the zoning of the old . EJ's 
Camera Store to include 'special use' was 
next on the agenda. of the. three and a half 
hour meeting. ^ ' . ' 

The proposal was made by Ken Mazuka to 
enable him to open a tavern on this Main 
Street location. Mazuka had run a tavern on 
Rt. 173 until 'contractual disagreements' 
with his landlord lead to his seeking a new 
location. 

Unable to reach a decision, the board met 
the wishes of the Antioch Redevelopment 
Commission to wait 30 days for them to do a 
study on the impact of thS tavern on the com- 
munity. ' . 

"The redevelopment (of the east side of 
Main Street) may result in a $5 million ex- 
penditure. We want to insure that all of the 
property value is maximized. We need to 
evaluate the impact of the tavern on our 
project,'' said Michael Warren, head of the 
commissio n.^=^^^^ . i^ = ^ " , 

"The 'business mix' is critical to the 
development of the area. The village at- 
torney has presented ' and recommended' 
research of special use. It's simply a request 
that may very weU/ work out to the 
petitioners benent," said Warren. 

For zoning to include 'special use' the 
board must consider the interest jof public 
convenience and if it's detrimental to people 
or injurious to property value. ?"" ., 

Many businessmen in the community tur- 
ned out to express their concerns which, for 
the most part, inlcuded the problem of 
parking and concern with^ ''***® ^^' 
; vironmental effect." * ■ 

What needs to be decided is "is it good for 
Main Street," said Burdick.
